The Narvaez Ministry, as our readers will remember, suddenly 
resigned office about a month ago, and, on the failure of her 
Catholic Majesty to obtain a new Government. resumed it at 
the Queen's command, The Cortes had been previously sum- 
moned, and it was necessary, of course, that an Administration 
having some sort of claim to their confidence should be in a 
position to meet them, The Narvaez Cabinet—having become 
convinced that a policy of re-conquest promised but small suc- 
cess and demanded large immediate sacrifices; that San 
Domingo, of which Spain had ostentatiously taken possession 
on the treacherous invitation of Santana, and the Peruvian 
Republic, from which, under cover of a trumped-nup quarrel, 
she had snatched the Chincha Islands, could give plenty of 
inglorious employment to her arms, drain her coffers, and yield 
her no profit—wisely concluded to bring to a close expeditions 
which were more troublesome than gainful. But the return 
from a pompous folly to simple good sense is sure to be rendered 
difficult, even to the repentant, by unexpected obstacles, as if 
to teach them that, although it is easy enough to transgress, it 
reqnires a strennous effort to reform, Queen Isabella, speak- 
ing the mind to which her pride and superstition have made 
hera puppet, said “ No” to the sensible advice of her Cabinet, 
and received the resignation of all its members, Her Majesty, 
however, could not delegate to her real advisers behind the 
throne, whether male or female, the official authority which the 
Cortes might be expected to recognise ; and, to her chagrin, 
she found that no others would accept it on the terms proposed, 
Accordingly, she made a virtue of necessity, She commanded 
the Narvaez Cabinet to withdraw their resignations, and saved 
ber Royal dignity by surrendering in substance the supremacy 
which she retained in form. 

The Cortes met. The Queen’s speech was skilfully framed 
to hide important political announcements behind vague 
phrases, Spain, under the teaching of an imperious necessity, 
is taking her place with those who 

Do gcd by stealth, and blush to find it fame. 
Marskal Narvaez bas introduced a bill for abandoning San 


Domingo, on the ground, as stated in the preamble, that 
“ Spain believed that the Dominicans were desirous of living 
under Spanish protection, but resistance has become too serious 
to render it possible any longer to maintain such an illusion—it 
would be a conquest, and the policy cf Spain is not one of 
conquest.” The bill, if carried, as there is little room for doubt 
that it will be, settles in principle the existing difference with 
Pern. For Spain's quarrel with the Pernvian Republic was 
even more indefensible than her resumption of authority in 
San Domingo, In the latter case, she could plead facts which 
seemed to warrant a pretence that she did but comply with the 
wishes of the inhabitants ; in the former, she plainly attempted 
to override them, She sent to Pern a “Special Commis- 
sioner,” in place of a Minister, with the scarcely-concealed 
purpose of signifying her non-recognition of Pernvian inde- 
pendence. As a matter of course, the Peruvians declined to 
receive him under a designation which implied that the Republic 
stil) belonged to Spain; whereupon, the Spanish Admiral 
seized the Chincha Islands, declaring that the forty years’ peace 
had been but a truce, and that Spain intended to resume her 
sovereignty, The declaration, but not the act, has been dis- 
«vowed ; and the Queen's speech justifies public expectation 
that Spain is disposed to remove by friendly negotiation the 
cause of quarrel which she created by violence, Possibly, ber 
political wisdom and sense of justice have been quickened by 
the determination of the whole group of South American 
republics to make common cause with Peru in resisting her 
reassertion of obsolete Transatlantic claims, 

There is, in fact, some ground for hope that Spain is 
beginning to see the world as her neighbours see it, and that 
the illusions with which she woke up from her long sleep are 
being dispelled by the daylight of modern facts. It is even 
asserted that she meditates the recognition of the kingdom of 
Italy, and that, impressed by the conviction that “ honesty is 
the best policy,” she may restore her credit by satisfying the 
just claims of her bondholders, If so, she may rest asssured 
that none will care to cast her former errors in her teeth. The 
best interests of Europe require that Spain should take and 
hold the high position which belongs to her, and it is a real

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 

M. Fould’s financial report to the Emperor was published on 
Tuesday. ‘The Finance Minister thus summarises and concludes his 
report -—“ The year 1863 will leave a deficit less by 15,000,000f. than 
had been anticipated; the budget of the year 1864 will probably 
balance itself ; in 1865 our military expenditure will be reduced—for 
the army by 21,000,000f,, for the navy by 23,000,000f.: together 
14,000,000f, ; and, lastly, we shal} carry forward to the Budget of 1866 
the sum of 18,000,000f. arising from the surplus of the resources of 
1865. This sum may be notably increased at an early future, if, as is 
permitted to hope, the extraordinary expenses for the army and navy, 
which still figure in the anticipatory Budget for 1865 to the amount 
of 65,000,000f., shall successively decrease, and at last disappear. 
There will then be considerable resources, the employmeat of which 
will be ulteriorly determined, The situation, generally speaking, 
presents a favourable aspect. The monetary embarrassments have 
disappeared, a recovery of business seems near, and our revenues can- 
not fail to increase with the activity of commerce and industry, 
These happy results,” adds the courtly financier, “ are due to the con- 
fidence inspired by the Goverement of the Emperor, and to the pacific 
sentiments with which Europe knows your Majesty is animated.” 

The financial report of M. Fould is followed by a report of MM. 
Behic and Fould to the Emperor, including petitions addressed to his 
Majesty upon the rise in the rate of interest which has taken place in 
France as well as the rest of Europe, and has been maintained for 
nearly fifteen months. The petitions, signed by 300 commercial men 
in Paris, by manufacturers and commercial men in Lyons, precede a 
lengthy document, presented to the Emperor by the governing council 
of the Bank of France, praying an inquiry into the state of the estab- 
lishment. The recommendation is approved by the Emperor. 

Mdme. Bure, nurse of the Emperor, died recently at the age of 
eighty-four. Her son, the Emperor's foster-brother, has a situation 
in the household, under the title of Treasurer-General to the Crown. 

A few days since an aged artist, Karl Christian Sparrmann, died 
suddenly at Dresden. In 1824 he was drawing master to Prince 
Napoleon (the present Emperor), and in that capacity resided with his 
pupil at Arenenberg during the summer, and at Rome in the 
winter. Under his guidance the Prince arrived at a remarkable de- 
gree of proficiency. Up to the last, Sparrmann treasured a collection 
of affectionate letters written to him by the Prince. 

The two galleries of the Louvre which join the Pavillon Dénon are 
finished, They run to right and left of a spacious vestibule, decorated 
by a double row of columns, and contain a most interesting historic 
museum, The gallery to the right is devoted to Roman Iconography : 
a vast number of manuscripts illustrative of that science is to be 
found there. In the left-hand gallery are the casts, in copper, taken 
from Trajan’s Pillar by the galvano-plastic process from plaster-moulds 
executed by Ondry. One of the ten sections has been sent by the 
Emperor to the Palais d’Industrie as one of the best specimens 
of Oudry’s productions. Bullet marks on the bas-reliefs may be 
traced, telling tales of the many struggles that have taken place under 
the walls of old Rome, since the days of the siege by the traitor Con- 
netable de Bourbon to the bloody scenes enacted in 1849, 

The fashionable season at Paris shows signs of animation, M. 
Drouyn de Lhuys, Count Walewski, and some of the Foreign Ambas- 
sadors gave dinners and held receptions last week. 

A general visit to the Paris catacombs has taken place, under the 
direction of M. Lamé-Fleury, engineer of mines. A number of 
persons who had obtained tickets delivered by the Prefect of the Seine 
assembled in the courtyard of the octroi building at the old Barriére 
dEnfer, and each, provided with torches or lanterns, descended into 
the catacombs, and remained there for more than an hour, coming out 
by the Tombe-Isoire, near the Orleans-road. 

The French iron-clad frigate Invincible has just been taken into the 
dry dock at Castigneau, which has afforded an opportunity of judging 
of the efficacy of the system applied to that vessel for preserving her 
iron plates, A band of zinc, which, by isolating the electric currents, 
guarantees the plates from that green coating which causes injury, 
has transformed the nature of that vegetation, and, instead of a casing 
of marine herbs, there was found attached to the frigate’s bottom a 
fine collection of corals.

It frankly admits that the Spanish 
Government was deluded in supposing that any large proportion of 
the population of San Domingo desired annexation to Spain. The 
abandonment of San Domingo is being discussed in the Spanish 
Senate. Calderon Collantes attacked the Ministry for having resolved 
on such a policy, Marshal Narvaez contended that the interest of 
Spain demanded that an exhausting and futile struggie should be 
abandoned. 

_The Epoca of Madrid publishes a circular, dated the 8th of 
November Jast and addressed by the Foreign Minister to the Spanish 
representatives abroad, in reference to the dispute with Pera. The 
Gocuament is an elaborate recapitulation of the grievances which Spain 
alleges against Peru and a justification of the course taken by the 
former Power, which repudiates any intention whatever to realise a 
policy of conquest or aggrandisement. The Minister offers, if the 
terms tendered in June last are accepted by Peru, to give up the 
Chincha Islands and to establish by treaty peaceful and satisfactory 
relations between the two countries. If, however, Spain does not 
receive a favourable answer to this proposal within such interval as 
her Government may fix, then the offer is to be considered as with- 
drawn, and it is intimated in tolerably clear terms that Peru must 
take the consequences upon herself, 

Admiral Pinzon has addressed a report, dated Nov. 26, to the 
Government announcing the loss of the frigate Triunfo by fire on the 
previous day, in consequence of the combustion of the turpentine de- 
posited in the painter's store-room.

Savannah, Georgia, Dec. 22. 

I beg to present you asa Christmas gift the city of Savannah, with 150 beavy 
guns and plenty of ammunition, and also about 25,000 bales of cotton, 

W. J. SHERMAN, Major-General. 

General Sherman occupied the city on the morning of the 21st ult.. 
and found the 20,000 inhabitants, he says, “quiet and well disposed.” 
The Confederate General Hardee had previously rejected a summons 
to surrender ; but during the 20th ult. he succeeded in transporting all 
his infantry and field artillery across the river from the city to a place 
called Union Causeway, and had thus escaped the assault which the 
Federals intended to make, and withdrawn his troops before the Federal 
works had advanced enough to impede his passage of the river. 
Savannah advices of the 26th ult, report that an effort was being made 
to intercept General Hardee's retreat before he could reach the Broad 
River ; but the Richmond journals stated that General Hardee had 
arrived at Charleston. 

As a set-off against the Federal success at Savannah, we have to 
record the failure of the Federal attack on Wilmington. General 
sutler had returned to Fort Monroe, and the transports with his troops 
on board were also arriving there, Admiral Porter, with his frigates 
and monitors, had proceeded to Beaufort, and was there awaiting fur- 
ther orders, Admiral Porter, in his report of the operations, stated 
that on the 24th ult., after a large powder-ship had been blown up 
under the walls of Fort Fisher, without doing any damage, his fleet 
bombarded the fort, and in an hour silenced the Confederate fire. On 
the afternoon of the 25th 3000 troops, under the command of General 
Weitzel, landed under cover of the fire from the fleet, captured 
two batteries, and advanced within fifty yards of Fort “Fisher, 
some of the men even entering the outworks. General Weitzel, 
however, deemed a successful attack impracticable, and re- 
embarked on the same evening, though about 1000 men remained 
ashore during the following day, in consequence of the state of the 
weather, General Butler informed Admiral Porter, on the night of 
the 25th ult., that an aseault was impracticable, as Fort Fisher was 
substantially uninjured as a defensive work by the navy fire, and could 
only be reduced by a regular siege; and he added that he should 
return to Fort Monroe as soon as the transports for his troops were 
ready. Admiral Porter — assured General Butler that the fire of 
his ships could keep the Confederates inside the fort from showi: 
their heads until a storming column should be within twenty yards of 
the works, and that the capture of the fort by assault, if attempted, 
would have been easier than was supposed, An interesting feature 
in Admiral Portet’s report is his condemnation of the 100-pounder 
Parrott guns, which he says were unfit for the service, Six of them 
burst, killing and wounding forty-five men. 

The notion of the powder-ship which, as statedabove, was blown up 
near Fort Fisher with such trivial result, was suggested by the effect 
of the explosion at Erith ; and the method of fitting out and firing the 
vessel is thus described :— 

The United States steam gun-boat Louisiana was taken to the Norfolk Navy 
yard about a month ago, and such changes made in her as would adapt her to 
receive the powder. She was alsodisguised as much as possible, so as to give her 
the appearance of a blockade-runner. After all the reqvired changes had been 
made the Louisiana was towed to Craney Island, where she was loaded, The 
hold was left empty, as the powder at the explosion was desired to be as 
much as possible above water, The powder was contained in a bulkhead 
occupying a portion of the berth-deck and extending nearly to the boilers. 
The first tier of powder was placed in barrels with the heads taken out, and 
the remainder was in . For the purpose of exploding the powder, there 
were three clock-fuses placed in the vessel, one in each and one aft, 
near the boilers. From cach of these a patent Gomes tose 1 completely 
round the vessel, and terminated one in the hold and the others in the centre 
of the berth-deck. Any one of the fuses ignited would fire all the others, 
because each one croseed one of the others, and wherever they crossed they 
were grafted. There were no absolute Tan of the shore in the vicinity of 
Fort Fisher, and it was only a matter of conjecture how near the Louisiana 
could go before she ran aground. When her bottom first grated the sand her 
furnace-doors were to be thrown open, the engines left running, aad cape 
placed upon the fuses, the clocks set, and ybody hurriedly transferred to 
the picket launch, the tag, and the boats. explosion was expected to 
take place in thirty or forty minutes, and by that time the party, with thei: 
steam-launch, would probably be five miles away. A provision was made, 
however, in case something should oceur—some accident befall the lanncb.

laint against Brazil for recognising the Confederates as bel- 
igerents, but he adds that it is no part of the duty of an officer to take 
wpon himself the redressing of his country’s wrongs. 

President Jefferson Davis has issued a declaration that B. G. 
Burley—who has been apprehended in Canada, and who headed the 
men who endeavoured to take the steamer Michigan on Lake Erie and 
then release the Confederate prisoners on Johnson’s island—is a 
Confederate officer, and acted under the authority of the Confederate 
Government. 

The esteemed veteran English actor, Mr. James William Wallack— 
a contemporary of Edmund Kean and Elliston—died at New York on 
Christmas Day, aged sixty-nine, having been born in London in 1795, 
He made his first appearance in America at tlie Park Theatre, New 
York, in 1818, and his great success and popularity with the play- 
going public of that city induced him to divide his time thenceforth 
between England and the United States. In 1836 he opened the 
National Theatre, New York, and remained manager of it until it 
was destroyed by fire, in 1839, He then returned to England, and 
played for some time at the Princess's Theatre. In 1851 he once more 
erossed the Atlantic, with the intention of residing permanently in 
America. The New York papers record his decease with strong 
expressions of sympathy and regret. 

‘he steam-ship North America foundered while on her voyage 
from New Orleans to New York. She had on board 203 sick soldiers, 
twelve cabin passengers, and a crew of forty-four men.

BRITISH NORTH AMERICA. 

‘The Governor of Canada issued a proclamation offering a reward of 
200 dollars for the apprehension of each of the St. Albans raiders. 
More of the raiders have been re-apprehended in Canada, and sent 
for examination to Montreal. Their trial began on the 27th ult., in 
the Supenor Court, before Mr. Justice Smith. It was stated that 
three of the raiders had made their way into the United States. and 
had enlisted into the Federal service in New Hampshire, but had been 
’ ised and arrested. 

Montreal Gazette has the following statement relating to the 
ballot for the service militia, which took place on Dec, 30 :— 

Sixty-one battalions are to be draughted in Upper Canada, and fifty-one in 
lower Canada. As each battalion is to number 795 men, it follows that if 
the law is fully carried ont 58,495 will be dranghted in Upper Canada, and 
40,545 in Lower Canada. The force, exclusive of the volunteers, would there- 
fore smount to 89,040 men, or, with the officers, to more than 100,000. The 
battalions continue organised for three years, and are then succeeded by a 
new ballot. The Act provides that the Commander-in-Chief may call out the 
militia so draughted at any time in order to organise it for service, and that 
he may also call it out for six days’ drill each year, when each non-com- 
missioned officer and man will be paid at the rate of fifty cents a day, and for 
ihe time being be subject to the “ Queen's regulations and orders for the 
Army.” it may be well, in order to prevent misconception, to state that the 
@ommander-in-Chief's order to organise these service battalions was not 
calied for by the recent complications, but is simply a carrying out of that 
porticn of the Act which provides “ that at some period of the year 1864, to be 
fixed by the Commander-in-Chief, and in each third succeeding year,” the 
registrars shall proceed to ballot as above stated for candidates. The ballot 
was put off to the very last moment. 

INDIA, 

The news from India by the Bombay mail is to the 14th ult., and 
is of a satisfactory character, the only exception to tranquillity being 
ibe warlike operations inst the Bhootanese, Throughout British 
India (says the 7imes of India) dissatisfaction has ceased to show 
itself by any outward manifestations, and the increasing prosperity of 
ihe country, adding daily to the comfort and well being of the people, 
is reconciling them more and more to the dominion of England in 
Hindostan.

MELBOURNE, Nov, 26, 

The elections have terminated and thé new Parliament wil! meet 
for the transaction of business on Monday next, the 28th inst. The 
result of the elections, I am sorry to say, is anything but encouraging ; 
for, while some of our ablest politicians have been rejected, their 
places have been filled by men, some of them good enough in their 
way but totally untried and inexperienced. Protection to native in- 
dustry has been the winning at the different contests; and we 
have as motley a crew of Protectionists as were ever got together, 
such a hering as would gladden the heart of the late Lord 
George Bentinck. The whole of Mr. O'Shanassy’s followers—Mr. 
Wood, Mr, Haines, Mr. Anderson, Mr. Johnson, and Dr, Evans— 


have disappeared from political life for the nonce, Mr. 
O'Shanassy himself only escaping defeat by a narrow ma- 
jority—a striking instance of the fickleness of the popular 


feeling in Victoria. The majority of the members have been re- 
iurned as Ministerialists, one or two of the Cabinet having declared 
themselves in favour of a revision of the tariff, whatever that may 
mean ; but, whilst Protectionist views have been encouraged by some 
of the Ministry, it is well known that the Attorney-General and the 
Minister of Justice are out-and-out Free-traders, In such a state of 
things the probability is that the very strength of the Ministry will 
prove its weakness; for, whilst the bulk of its supporters will not be 
satisfied with anything short of Protection, the more experienced and 
intelligent members of the House and of the Cabinet will not stultify 
themselves or their convictions by acquiescing in the exploded doctrine. 

The news breught by the last mall of the intentions of Russia as 
to the Australian colonies, in the event of a war with England 
on the Polish question, has caused no little alarm and anxiety. 
We shall certainly take it as a warning to set our house in 
order, What Russia deemed practicable and desirable may be deemed 
equally racticable and equally desirable by any other Power with 
which England may choose to have a quarrel.

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES.—At the Preston Quarter Sessions, 
yesterday week, John Newton,a bankrupt cotton manufacturer, was sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment for secretly removing from his mill some property 
which had passed into the hands of his assignees. 

A man, named Crawleigh, aged twenty-two, a printer, was yesterday week 
found guilty of a shop robbery at North Shields, Several previous convictions 
were proved against him ; amongst others it was shown that he had undergone 
six years’ penal servitude for robbery with violence. Crawieigh said he wished 
to speak to the Court ere they pronounced sentence. Addressing the Chairman 
as “* Learned Sir,” he said that, although he (Crawleigh) had been found 
guilty according to the evidence of the jury, yet his conscience acquitted 

| him, for he was sure that he was not the first by hundreds who had been con- 
victed on false evidence. As an instance of this he quoted the caseof Mr. 
Bewick, who, he said, had been falsely condemned, and then afterwards was 
able to clear himself through the powero’ money. Then, if they turned their 
attentir~ to the Bible, that best of books, they found that many false 
witnesses rose up against our blessed Lord himself, and if false evidence 
prevailed against that Spotiess Lamb, how much more might it do so with 
him? He had already undergone al) the horrors of penal servitude—horrors 
calculate’ to appal the soul of man—and he had not yet had sufficient time 
since then of producing fruits for either good or evil. Therefore, he asked 
them to let his punishment go with the smallness of the present 
offence; for to his inevitable grief he found that English dispencers of 
justice passed sentence, not according to the enormity or the contrary of their 
offence, but to the number of past offences. Whatever past offences he 
might have committed—and which were now exhibited before them—he 
hoped would not affect their judgment in passing sentence upon bim, bat 
that they would be looked upon more as the eceentricities and follies of youth, 
and not cause him to again pay the penalty for offences committed some time 
ago. He asked them, then, on that account to pity rather than condemn ; 
and though the morning of his life had been stormy, yet he hoped the afternoon 
might be more tranquil, and that he might have the opportanity of showing 
that he had many germs of virtue and usefulness, which he trusted might be 
spared to him for many years to come. In conclusion, he quoted some verses from 
Burns. Crawleigh’s harangue does not seem to have benefitei him much, as he 
was sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude, When sentence had been passed, he 
said, in atone of injured innocence, “ Well, Sir, an evil which cannet be 
cured must surely be endured. I will endeavour with fortitude’""—— The 
prisoner was prevented from giving further vent to his proposed heroic inten- 
tions by being removed from the dock. 

He and a man 
named Lindon were convicted at the last assizes of the murder of a man whose 
name was M‘Carthy. Lindon was respited.

To.LeEpo, like meer. other cities in Spain, is a place of such remote 
antiquity that nothing can be stated with certainty as to its origin. 
Hercules, however, is claimed as its founder; and, as this hero is said 
to have passed beyond the Strait of Gibraltar—called from him the 
“ Pillars of Hercules”—and to have slain, at Cadiz, the three-bodied 
and three-headed monster, Geryon, this claim is at least as probable 
as the exploit attributed to him. There is nothing like going far 
enough back for the pedigree of cities or people, even though we should 
at length arrive at the last term of the series in the pair who “ delved 
and span” when no one was a gentleman. Indeed, one whose ancestor 
is on the “ Roll of Battle Abbey,” or, with Christopher Sly, “came in 
with Richard Conqueror,” is the merest novus homo and parvenu in

comparison with the fabulous antiquity which tingcs the sangre azul 
of the highborn Spaniard. The blue ichor that courses through the veins 
and streaks the delicate organism of the Hidalgo is as the mould that 
marbles the genuine Stilton—a proof at once of age and quality, and, the 
profane might add, of decay. Still, without accepting all the pretensions 
of the old Spanish writers, who assert that Spain was first colonised 
by Tubal, the grandson of Noah, and that it was subsequently 
governed for twelve years by King Nebuchadnezzar after his conquest 
of Jerusalem, it is certain that the fertility of its soil, the beauty of its 
climate, and its mines of gold and silver, very early attracted to it the 
enterprise of the various tribes that fringed the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean. Some one of these founded Toledo, which is several times 
mentioned by Livy under the name of Toletum, and was taken and re- 
taken by Carthaginians and Romans during the second Punic War, in 
the third century before the Christian era. He calls it “ urbs parva, 
sed loco munito,” but, though small in extent, its strong situation 
made its possession a matter of considerable importance for “ strategic 
reasons.” It occupies one of those spots which seem to have offered a 
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naitiral asylum for the defence of man as soon as he had begun toawaken 
toibe material advantages arising from the desertion of the wigwam and 
the cave for the walled and moated town. Toledo is situated about forty 
miles to the south-west of Madrid, in the very centre of Spain, so that, 
like the Grecian Delphi, it acquired the appe sllation of “umbilicus terre.” 
Seen from a distance, it rises like a cone above the surrounding 
country, and has a most striking appearance. The Tagus, winding 
between two granite rocks, here assumes the form of a horseshoe, or 
Moorish arch, and surrounds, on all sides but the north, the steep and 
craggy eminence on which Toledo is built. Towards the land side 
the double wall and formidable towers of the city aided its natural 
strength, and rendered it almost impregnable prior to the introduction 
of siege artillery. There are those who clai = for it a Hebrew origin, 
and tell us that it was founded by a colony of Jews, who came into 
Spain after the Babylonish captivity, and called this city Toledoth, 
or ations, because they had here sat down to examine their 
genealogies, and so to trim and prune their family trees.

It was rebuilt in the thirteenth century by Ferdinand III. of Castile, 
and Rodrigo Ximenes, Archbishop of Toledo. An old Gothic church 
had stood upon the same spot, which was plundered by the Saracens in 
714 and converted into a mosque. This was again changed into a 
Christian temple by Alfonso VL., in 1084, when Toledo was made an 
archiepiscopal see and the met ropolis of Spain. Ferdinand, however, 
looking upon it as a desecration that Christian worship should be 
offered up in what had once been a mosque, ordered it to be pulled 
down and the present fabric erected in its stead. Its dimensions are 
majestic, and worthy of the part which Toledo has played in the history 
of Spain. It is 404 ft.in length by 204 ft. in breadth, and consists of five 
naves, supported by eighty-four stately columns, and a number 
beautiful chapels. One only of its towers is completed ; but this rises 
to the height of 325 ft., and is terminated by a spire which is encircled 
as with crowns of thorns. The effect of the interior is imposing in the 
extreme, for although it suffered greatly from the French invasion,

The budget for 1865 has been laid before the Chambers of 
e Dar 23 Principalities. The total revenue amo ato £3,499,0, and 
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FORTY-FIVE miles eastward of Auckland, on the opposite side of the 
Gulf of Hauraki, now more commonly known as the firth of the River 
Thames, is a bold projecting headland, surrounded with small islets 
and detached rocks, marking the entrance to Coromandel Harbour, on 
the peninsula of the same name. This harbour is formed by a chain 
of hills stretching from the extremity of the peninsula into the sea 
and affording a welcome shelter to the small vessels which run across 
the gulf. The scenery of this part of the coast is very picturesque ; 
but two or three years ago it was a comparative solitude. A little 
native village, close to the mouth of a large creek that winds through 
the fern-covered and bushy plain, alone gave, with a few clusters of 
grass-thatched huts and their curls of smoke, an indication of human 
habitations on this shore. Further up, along the gradually rising and 
contracting valley, through the dark foliage of a magnificent forest, 
might be heard the distant hum of a water-wheel, or the untiring pro- 
eller of a sawmill, where the Kauri timber is prepared for the market. 
Now the scene is changed; the spell of its primeval solitude is 
broken. Gold, that universal and all-powerful attraction for man- 
kind, has been exhumed from the soil; and the restless activity 
of those who seek for the precious ore has invaded this 
retreat, It is believed that the most abundant deposits yet 
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| Coromandel harbour; one of a digger’s hut, 
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remain untouched, and are contained in the hills of Coromandel. Gold 
has been found alike in the quartz formations, and in the creek 
beds, where it lies in a more or less waterworn condition. The rich- 
ness of the Coromandel quartz is said to exceed that of any other 
country; but the quartz mining, carried on with little capital and 
machinery, takes long to develop its productiveness, and does not 
employ the same A. B. of diggers as the searching of alluvial gold- 
fields, where every evening shows clearly the result of the day’s toil 
and chance. Up the valley of the Thames there exists a large 
alluvial gold-field, which is not yet opened by the Government, 
because that would ‘precipitate the settlement of the native question, 
by inviting the concourse of many thousand rrr diggers, who 
would dispute with the Maories the possession of the sdil. It cannot 
be expected that this state of things will much longer continue. In 
the mean time, we give some Illustrations of the present aspect of the 
Coromandel gold-fields, from sketches by Mr. Allen Martin, which 
have been placed at our disposal. €y comprise a view of

A DIGGER’S HUT, 
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THE NEW EXCHANGE AT BIRMINGHAM. 


THE opening of the new Exchange at Birmingham, and Mr, John 
Bright’s speech on that occasion, were noticed in our last. This 
building, with the adjoining tenements, has been erected by a limited 
liability company, at e cost of more than £20,000, The site is close 
to the central railway station in New-street, and near King Edward's 
Grammar School. e Exchange is built of stone, in the Gothic style 
of architecture, treated in the fashion now pre revailing. The main 
front is in Stephenson-place, forming a handsome fagade, having a 
central clock-tower 145 ft. high, and wings at the extreme ends, The 
intermediate portion of the edifice is four storics high, exclusive of 
the mezzanine ; but the side wings are carried up an additional story, 
and the upper wing is continued to the same height throughout the 
New-street front, which forme an elegant mass, unbroken in main 
outline, except by the dormer windows and chimney-stacks, which 
rise rather gracefully from the high-pitched roofs; and by an 
angle turret, which springs from a deeply enriched corbel, and, 
carried by a granite shaft, rises about 45 ft. above the main 
cornice. Over the clock a gallery extends round the tower, 
from which there is an extensive view of the surrounding country. 
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The main entrance to the Exchan 
by polished granite columns, inclosed by large iron of elabo- 
rate ornamental design. The Exchange-hall is a spacious apartment, 
70 ft. long, 40ft. wide, and 23 ft. high, with boarded and panelled 
ceiling, the beams of which are supported by ten groups of iron 
clustered columns, in two rows, standing on stone octagonal bases ; 
and the room is lighted by six lofty three-light windows, with traceried 
heads. In addition to an assembly-room and the usual offices, there 
is a telegraph office, with windows into the Exchange, adjoining the 
gulacigal extuemen. There are, besides, committee and refreshment 
rooms, and a hall for the Chamber of Commerce. In New-street and 
Stephenson-place the lower part of the edifice is appropriated by a 
number of handsome shops, fitted up in the most approved modern 
style, and already tenanted. The buildings were erected from the 
designs of Mr. Edward Holmes, architect of Birmingham, which were 
chosen in competition, and the works were execu by Messrs. 
Branson and Murray, the contractors for the Midland Institute buildings 
and Central Reference Library, 

The opening ceremonial took place at noon on Monday week, when 
a numerous company, including most of the leading merchants, manu- 
facturers, and others, assembled in the lower room of the Exchange.

Their commercial transactions were not only much 
more numerous, but on a much more extended scale ; and it was to be 
hoped that, now a proper building had been erected, gentlemen con-

eloquent panegyric of commercial pursuits and occupations, which 
he declared to be intimately allied with political freedom and all the 
highest interests of mankind.

CHRIST'S COLLEGE, BRECON, 
THE avowed object of Henry VIII., who, in the year 1541, transferred 
the College of Abergwili, with all its rights and possessions, to the 
Priory of the Friars Preachers at Brecon, was to secure for the Welsh 
a liberal education, and place them on a level with their English 
fellow-subjects. By the provision which he made for the purpose, a 
grammar-school was long conducted there with good success ; and its 
divinity class supplied a large proportion of the candidates for 
ordination in South Wales. Its usefulness in this respect was super- 
seded in the present century by the foundation of Lampeter College ; 
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but its prestige had already declined, for various reasons, The obliga 
tions of the collegiate body were too obscure to be satisfactorily dis 
charged, and the buildin gs had fallen into a ruinous state of disrepai 
when the possessions of the college were vested in the Ecciesiast 
Commissioners, Through the urgent representations of Sir Thomas 
Philips and Mr. Alexander Wood, aided by Sir John Lefevre ia the 
Commission itself, the claims of the foundation to a perman: 
establishment were at last recognised. By the Act of Parliament 
oat the Chancery decree, in 1853 and 1855, the government of 
college was intrusted to twelve persons, amc mg whom were the 
Bishops of South Wales; and the school, which has been since in 
operation, and entered last year upon the occupation of its permanent 
buildi ngs, is already distinguished among the schools of the Prin- 
cipality, and may fairly aspire, as it erits yme more wi

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CROMWELL HOUSE, 
HIGHGATE. 


TuHE old house on the bank at 
Highgate, well known as Cromwell 
House, which has for some years 
past been occupied by a school for 
young gentlemen, conducted by 
the Rev. Henry Stretton, M.A., 
was much damaged by a fire which 
broke out there on Tuesday week ; 
but, thanks to the prompt use of 
several fire-engines and the willing 
assistance of a number of the inha- 
bitants of Highgate, the fire did 
not extend beyond the upper floor, 
and the staircase especially, which 
is an object of some historical 
interest, was preserved from injury. 
We learn from Prickett’s “ History 
of Highgate” that this house is 
said to have been built by Oliver 
Cromwell ; it was certainly the 
residence of General Ireton, 
who married Cromwell’s daughter. 
The staircase, which, like the prin- 
cipal rooms of the house, is of 
noble proportions, is adorned with 
carved oaken figures, originally 
twelve in number, but now only 
ten, on the posts of the balustrades, 
These figures, which are about a 
foot high, represent the costumes of 
the different corps of soldiers in 
the army of the Commonwealth, 
and the balustrades are filled in 
with various other devices emble- 
matical of warfare. On the ceiling 
of the drawing-room are the arms 
of General Ireton, and the ceilings 
of this and the other chief apart- 
ments are decorated in the fashion 
of the time. The front of Crom- 
well House does not boast much 
architectural beauty, but is a good 
example of substantial brickwork. 
It stands low, being only of two 
stories, finished with a parapet, so 
that the roof, which is thrown back- 
wards, adds little to its elevation. 
The house commands, nevertheless, 
a picturesque and extensive view 
of the surrounding country. It has 
a narrow cornice or entablature running the whole length of the 
front over each row of windows. The doorway is arched, and faced 
with a portal of painted wood, in good ae with the building. In 
front is a gateway with solid, square pillars, surmounted by stone 
globes, At the lower end a lofty porte cochére admits to the rear of 
the building. The mass of the mansion running backwards is exten- 
sive, and behind lies a portion, at least, of its ancient gardens and 
pleasant grounds. 





THE LOSS OF H.M.S. RACEHORSE IN THE CHINA SEAS, 


Tue wreck of this ship, with the loss of a hundred lives, on the 4th 
of November, near Chefoo, at the southern entrance of the Gulf of 
Pecheli, was reported last week. The Illustration we now publish is 
from a drawing made some time ago. The Racehorse, 4, screw gun- 
vessel, 200-horse power and 695 tons, was built for the Admiralty by 
Wigram and Co., at the commencement of 1860, and was after- 
to Chatham to be fitted with screw engines.

very extensive alterations made, and a very large amount of 
defects made good, but not more than seemed necessary for the 
comfort and safety of her crew. She went out of harbour on July 17 
to test her machi , and again returned to have defects repaired. 
She steamed out of Portsmouth on July 29 to test her engines, and 
ventured to start for the East Indies on Ang. 4, 1862. On arriving 
at Plymouth, the next day, further defects manifested themselves, 
and she went into harbour to have them repaired; which having 
been done, she left on the 10th, and was at Madeira on the 20th. 
She arrived in Simon's Bay Oct. 18, and was at Singapore Dec. 8. 
She left Singapore for Hong-Kong Dec. 15, where she remained 
until Feb. 25, 1863, when she sailed for Jeddo, Japan. She has 
since been principally employed in carrying mails between Japan and 
Shanghai. It appears, however, that on Nov. 1 she left Shanghai, 
under orders from the Commander-in-Chief to repair to Chefoo, 
a harbour at the southern entrance of the Gulf of Pecheli, At 
8.30 p.m., on the evening of the 4th, about five leagues south-west 
of Chefoo Cape and about two miles east-south-east from White 
Rock, in Lung-mun Bay, she struck, apparently, not far from the shore 
and in a smooth water. The weather being at the time 
extremely thick and hazy, it was thought that the vessel was enter-

ing Chefoo Harbour, to which 
Lung-mun Bay bears a strong re- 
semblance. Similar accidents have 
occurred on previous occasions, as, 
for instance, in the case of the 
British barque Homer, which was 
totally wrecked there during last 
winter ; and the steamer Swatow, 
which, under exactly similar cir- 
cumstances, was indebted to a mere 
accident for preservation from de- 
struction. As soon as the Racehorse 
went on shore the masts were cut 
away and every attempt made to 
lighten her and get her off. These 
efforts were, however, unsuccessful, 
as a gale, which had been threaten- 
ing for some time before, set in with 
terrific violence, and prevented the 
men from either working at the 
ship or launching the boats, 
Nothing remained, then, for the 
crew to do but to fasten themselves 
down as best they could. Enormous 
seas continued to sweep over the 
deck, so that next morning, out 
of a total strength of 108 officers 
and men, only nine survivors were 
found, the rest having perished 
f cold and exhaustion or having 
been swept off the decks. The sur- 
vivors are the commander, the pay- 
master, boatswain, and six sailors 
who saved themselves by taking t 
the last remaining boat, and drift- 
ing about for thirty-six hours, when 
they were picked up bya junk. On 
the morning after the wreck H.M. 
gun-boat Insolent, accompanied by 
a French despatch-vessel, cruised 
for a considerable time the 
neighbourhood, but did not succeed 
in picking up any others of the 
crew. Commander Boxer, is among 
the saved.

t the beginning of the year has heen issued, The return is made up to the 

tof January, 1964, and includes all but a few parishes rendering no acconnt. 
1 ‘he total numberof paupers in receipt of relief on that day was little over a 
million—a considerable decrease (of above 150,000), as compared with the let 
of January, 1868; but the number of insane paupers had increased, and 
amounted to 37,576, of whom 27,590 were lunatics and 9986 idiota. Thus, the 
pauperiem ascribable to insanity, which was $17 per cent of the whole 
pauperism on Jan. 1, 1863, was as much as 37 per cent on Jan. 1, 1864. In 
every hundred paupers forty-four were males and fifty-six females. The a 
tribution of pauper insanity appears to be very unequal. Thus, at the date 
this return, London had among its 103,468 paupers as many as 5859 insane. 
The south-western c counties had among their larger total of 108,628 pauper 
only 3705 insane. also in the eastern counties, among their 80,771 paupers, 
there were bnt 4% } insane; and in W ales aleo only 2432, out of a total o

Mr. Torrens insists that it 
should always be within the power of boards of guardians to obtain 
terminable loans from Government tpon the rates during times of 
enforced idleness, for the purpose of carrying out works of sanitary 
improvement, and other works for the employment of those who are 
thus thrown out of work. In this way the poor-law discipline would 
be upheld, the independence of the workpeople would be conserved, 
and they would be employed upon productive instead of unproductive 
work.
